INTRODUCTION OF BILLS. 

Therollowing were introduced, read twice and 
referred a» indicated : 

By Mr Harvey—An Act amendatory of an Act 
te prescribe rufes for the government of the State 
Iabrary, approved March S, 1861. To the Com- 
mittee on State Lib n 

By Mr. Banks—An Act to provide for a gradu- 
ally meressmg license tax upon Mongolians in 


this State. 
Section 1 provides that after the first day of 
either as employed or 


July, ixx}, no Mongolian, 
employer: shall be allowed to engage in or 
econductany industrial pursuit in this State, un- 
Yess he shall have a Hcense therefor ; provided 
that nothing in thia Act shall be so construed as 
to require auch license for the conducting ofa 
atrietiy mercantile or commercial business. 

Section 2 fixes the amount of such licenses, from 
July 1,1862 to January 1, 1563, fifty cents per 
month, from that date to July 1, 1863, $100 per 
monih; and thereafter the rate shall be tn- 
creased cvery succeeding six months in the same 
proportion, until it becomes $10 per month, which 
hall De the maximum. 

Section 3 prescribes the form of monthly li- 
ase to be signed by the Controller of State and 
Callector, and section 4 that the game is to contain 
Chinese characters, conspicuously stating the rate 
of incrense. 

Section 5 directs the Controller to furnish such 
licenses to County Treasurers, who shall farniah 
them tothe Connty Auditor, in sufficient quan- 
tity,each taking his receipt, and the licensea to 
be distributed to the County rax Collector on the 
drat Monday of each month. 

Section G authorizes the Tax Collector, in de- 
fault or on refusal of payment, to sell the prop- 
erty of Ehe parties concerned at publia anction on 
one hour’s notice by proclamation, and to geliver 
abul of sale, attached to a license, which shall 
tranafer the title thereof to the highest bidder, 
the surplus, afcer deducting the taxand expenses, 
to the person whose property waa sold; and in 
case the party eseapes to another county, the Col- 
lector may pursue him and enforce the tax in the 
mame manner as if no escape had been made. 

Section 7 allows to the Collector fifcy per cent. 
of all money collected from such licenses; to the 
Auditor and County Treasurer, each two per 
eent.; the g forty-six per cent. to be sent 
immediately to the county treasury, to be set 
apart as x Mongolian Emigration Fund,to be 
used solely for the emigration of Mongolians, as 
the Legislature may provide 

Section 8 makes it a misdemeanor to retain any 
Heevsze money, on the part of officiais, without 
giving a receipt, ta be punished by a foa of not 
more tban $ 1,009; or by imprisonment not exceed- 

six months 

Seton 3 makes it felony to omit the nsual 
monthly date, or to alter anything in the license, 
pesishable by a similar fine, or imprisonment in 
the State Prison for not more than three years, 
the irregular licenses so issued to be admissible 
in any Court as evidence agaimat the offender. 

Section 10 makes any person or persons employ 
ing Mongolians, or interested, or working on 
shares with them, Ox many other way connected 
with them im fodustrial pureuits, Hable to the 
amount of the license fe; and gives the Collec- 
tor the power to make any person Or Company 
Deleved to be indebted to, or to haye jy their pos- 
gession or control money, gold dust, or gether 
property of any kind belonging to sero 2 
or in which any Mongohans are interested, toan- 
swerunder oath the Collector's inquiries, also 
the power to collcct the license fees, and to re- 
quire the delivery of such money, gold dust, or 
other property as aforesaid, th zeoe] t of the 
Collector in all cases to be a complete to any 
demand made t such party or his legal rep- 
reveatative for the amount of money, gold dust, 
or property embraced therein. 

Section il makea any person or Company em- 
ploy'ing Mongolians liable to the whole amoynt 
of licenses due from each. 

Sections 12, 13 and 14 define the duties of State 
and count; Officials, in connection with the giving 
of licensos. 

Section 15 provides that the Act shall je ro 
manner affect the Acta concerning foreign miners’ 
licenses, or the Act for the protection or fisheries

Senate Bill No. 4—An Act for improving Moln- 
tosh’s Port, Mendocino county, with a substitute 
reported from the Committee on Commerce and 
Navigation, was next considered. |The bill au- 
thorizes Wim. McIntosh and assigns to construct 
and maintain for twenty years ata place in Men- 
docino county, between ta Arenas and Fish- 
ing Rock, a wharf, mooring piles, or drying chute, 
provided the same be commenced within one year; 
and eonfera the right to collect tolls for wharfage, 
chutage, sluicage, etc, at rates to be by the 
county Board of Supervisors, which rates shall 
not be changed more than once a year; the space 
oftwo hundred feet on either side to be dedicated 
to the use of vessels; and a list of the rates of 
wharfage to be posted upin some conspicuous 

lace. 

p Me. Holden moved that the rules be suspended 
and the bill considered engrossed. McIntosh’s 
Port was a amall indentation of the ocean, con- 
taining two or three acres, in Mendocino county, 
and the party asking this franchise was the owner 
of the land adjoining. On the coast range baek of 
itthere were foresta of fir, pine and redwood, and 
the ownera were engaged In getting ont posts and 
other lumber for the purpose of shipping. The 
improvement of this port would greatly add to 
the convenience of the shipping interest. 

Mr. Banks said thia was onc of those dilla which 
he had no doubt were perfectly proper. Therefore 
he would commence at this time to insist epon 
one thing, which was, that every bill should be 
read at least once ugh before sing it. He

Senate Bill No, 6&—An Act to amend an Act 
concerning agricultural socteties, approved March 
12, 1859, favorably reported from Committee 
on Corporations, was read the third time. 

Mr. Banks said he intended to practice what he 
would further imsist upon, in the passage of bills 
that substitutes presented to the house should 
be explained by, some person supposed to bo fa- 
miliar therewith—by stating that this bill had 
been reported from the Committee of which he 
had the honor to be a member, and it provided 
simply that agricultural societies in thia State 
shonld have the right of contracting a debt to the 
extent ot $5,000, instead of $1,000 as now pro- 
yided. The effect of the present arrangement waa 
to make icultural societies resort to private 
mews for the purpose of securing a loan or mort- 

age upon their property. It was thought best by 
fe Committee to give societigs this goner of 
mortgaging their property to the extent of $5,000, 
and thus relieve them from the necessity of re- 
sorting to private individuals in « confidential 
way. Sach was the only purpose involved in the 
dili If there were any gentlemen fromthe agri- 
cultoral societies here that could see objectiona- 
ble features in such a provialon, he hoped they 
woud give their reason.

Mr. Dudley of Plager said the Judiciary Com- 
mittee was a great institution, having charge of 
all sorts of bills and almost everything else, and 
he doubted the propriety of turning an institution 
of that enlarged character into a library He 
would sooner suggest that every bill be referred 
to it, and that a pole be erected, with au inverted 
hat upon it, to which every member should make 
obelsance as he wert by. Theresolution amounted 
to nothing, and the House had the other day voted 
down a similar one, when the great bugbear—the 
Benquo’s ghost—was raised, that it was an initia- 
tory step toward the removal of the Capital. 
There were plenty of booke to be had in the pub- 
lic and private libraries of San Fraycieco, which 
had been generously thrown open, and if they 
turned the Judiciary Committee’s room into a 
State library, the next step would be to appoint 
as Librarian the person eulogized the other day as 
having been born of poor but honest parents. 

Mr Bell sald this resolution coming from an 
unexpected source, showed the Judiciary Commit- 
tee that theirlight that they wotted not of had 
gone abroad, exciting the admiration, and even 
the cory ana jealousy of the gentleman from 
Placer (Mr. Dudley). Thera were plenty of law 
Ubraries, and good ones, in San Francisco, but 
would the gentleman from Calaveras (Mr O’Brien) 
and others of the Committee come to its meetings 
with ten or fifteen books under hisarm? The 
Committee had been honored by a-visit from the 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, and that func- 
tionary had to bring in his hat or under hia arm 
the authorities he expected to appeal to on some 

t matter before the Committee. He suspected 
that the gentleman who offered the resolution had 
not somuch the dignity and glory of the Judiciary 
Committee in view as he had the comfort and cou- 
venience of members They would make the Judi- 
ciary Committee the custodian, and then members 
of the Claims, Ways and Means and other Com- 
mitteea would come to the Judiciary Committee 
room, smoke their cigars, drink their—cold water 
(for they were all temperance men), borrow and 
lose their books, andthen make them responsible 
Now the expense involved would not be more than 
twice six bits, and the gentleman from San Frau- 
cisco (Mr. Battles) generously proposed, some 
Saturday, after he had seen the Sergeant-at Arma, 
to put’ his hand in his pocket and pay that cnor- 
mous sum out of his own per diem.

SWAMP LANDS 

Mr. Shannon proposed the following : 

Resolred, by the Assembly, the Senate concur- 
ting, That the Swamp Land Committees of both 
houses be instructed to inquire info and report 
upon the necessity and expediency of appointing 
a Commission to represent this State at Washing- 
ton, fer the purpose of obtaining a confirmation 
of the claim of the State to the swamp landa 
within its limits 

Mr. Shannon said the question of the swamp 
and overflowed lands, and the interest of the State 
in them, was qne ofthe mostimportant questions 
before the last. session of the Legislature, and a 
Swamp Land Commission was created at that ses- 
sion, to mark ogtand reclajm those lands, The 
Legislature for several years subsequent to the 
donation by Congress to this State of all the 
swamp lands within its limits, had, by inaction 
or by neglect to act according to the spirit and 
intention of the Act of Congress, allowed the 
United States Surveyors to go on surveying lands 
that actually belonged to this State as swamp and 
overfiowed lands. But at the last session the 
Legislature authorized the County Surveyors of 
the several counties to segregate those lands, and 
in order to arrive at legitimate and correct infor 
mation, to ex e as witnesses the set- 
tlers on those lands, who could testify in 
regard to what lands were overflowed in 1551, 
the year in which the twas made The Uni- 
ted States officers had surveyed and sold probably 
over 100,000 acrea of land, which under that grant 
properly belonged to this State. He thought it 
was a common sense proposition that the State 
should in some way settle with the Federal Goy- 
ernment ss to the actual extent of these swamp 
and overflowed lands, so as to know what be- 
longed to the State, and whattothe United States 
Then the State government could properly go on 
inthe work of the reclamation of those lands, 
under the Act of 1861, and he thought that to un- 
dertake to reclaim the lands before such a settle- 
ment would be putting the cart befere the horse. 
He had introduced this resolution to Inquire as to 
the most proper mode of procedure in obtaining 
auch a aettiement. The Committee could deter- 
mine whether it would be proper to appoint Com- 
missioners, or whether it would be better toleave 
the matter ta our delegation in Congress. The 
object of the resolution was to allow the Commit- 
tees an opportanity for free conference, and then 
they couta report the result of their inquiries, 

. Hoag said he was not opposed to the reso- 
lation, but deaired to state some facts connected 
with the subject. The County Surveyors had al 

y segregated the land that waa properly 
wamp and overflowed lands from the uplands, in 
the several counties, and they had in addition re- 
ceived the testimony of old residents along the 
borders of these swamp lands,as to what were 
swamp lands in 1861, for the segrecation must go 
back to that year, when the Act of Congresa was 
passed, and not refer to the little reclumations 
made since then by individuals.

The planta have g dark, but brillant green, in 
the Spring and early Sommer, and when in 
blossom, at a little distance, present the appear 
ance of a slight fall of snow upon them—and on 
a nearer approsch, the delicate nne of pink on 
the blossom gives them avery beautfal appear- 
ance, They remain in this condition for more 
than two weeks. In Autnumu, when the leaves 
have matured, they present varous shades of 
Ted, and thus remain pleasant and inviting to 
the eye until snow covers them for the Winter 
From observation and careful inquiry through 
several years, weare satisfied that not more 
than one family in ten in Massachusetts evar 
have a cranberry in the house. They are only 
common with a comparatively few. In our 
opinion this ought not to be go, becanse we are 
convinced that their usefulness does not cease 
with the mere gratification of the teste. Phys 
ictans inform ua thet they possess valuable 
Medicinal quahties, which give tone and heal- 
thy action to the liver and kidneys, and favor 
the removal of vitiated matters which bave be- 
come useless and 1njurioas to the system. The 
preparation of the cranberry for the table re- 
quires a good deal of sugar, to be sure, bat 
sugar is an exoeedingly nutritious and healthy

DAY 


In the Senate, on Thuraday, indefinife leave of 
absence was granted Senator De Long. The Judi- 
ciary Committee reportéd back the bill providing 
for the creation of liens npon the crops of farmera, 
with the amendmentagadopted in Committee of 
the Whole. The discussion of the same consumed 
the preater part of the day’s session, and re- 
sulted in the passage of the bill The Con- 
ference Committee on printing certain State docu- 
ments made a report which was adopted. <A bill 
was passed amending the law authorizing the 
construction of a free bridge across the Feather 
river at Yuba City. A bill was introduced author- 
izing Eugene Sullivan, J. A. McGlynn and J 
Bowman to lay gas pipes in the streets of San 
Francisco. A contraband was, by resolution, ap- 
pointed Porter of the Committeé rooms. A reso- 
Intion was adopted, calling upon the State Capitol 
Commissioners for information concerning the 
condition of the Capitol building—what contracts 
had been made in connection therewith, what 
materials are roon hand for the constraction of 
the same, and what amount of money has already 
ben advanced by the State on account thereof 
Tbe Senate adjourned at twenty minutes past two 

In the Assembly on Thursday, a petition from 
twenty-one citizens of San Francisco of the Mo- 
gajc faith, was presented, praying for such modi- 
fication of the Sunday Law as will exempt them 
from its operation Thirty citizens of Martinez 
petitioned for the repeal of the law. Several 
special bills were reported back from standing 
Committees, and placed on the general file. A 
select Committee reported in favor of allowing 
the Journal Clerk an assistant A motion to 
table the report was lost. Upon a motion 
to adopt the same, a long debate ensued, 
in the courae of which Eliason of Sonoma

Enrrogs Umtox: The following extracts are 
from Rollin’s History of Ancient Egypt, which 
contains many other things warthy of notice 
and applicable to the condition of California : 

“The fields were delivered up to it [the 
flood], but the cities, that were raised with im- 
mense labor, and stood hke islands in the midst 
of the waters, looked down with joy on the 
plains, which were overflowed and at the same 
time enriched by the Nile. 

“The just hight of the inundation, according 
to Pliny, was twenty-four feet. When it rises 
but eighteen o: twenty, a famine is threatened. 
When 1t exceeds twenty-four there is danger. 

* There is no country in the world where the 
soil 18 more fruitful than 22 Egypt—which 18 en~ 
tirely owing to the Nile. Thesawe laud beara 
none year three or four different kinds of crops. 
Lettace and cucumbers are sown first, and after 
hurveat several kinds of polse, which are pe~ 
cular to Egypt. As the zun ie very hot in this 
country and raine fall yery seldom in it, it ig 
natural to suppose the earth would soon be 
parched, and the corn end pulse burnt up by so 
acorching a heat, were ıt notfor the canals and 
reservoirs with which Egypt abounds, and which 
by the draing from them amply supply the 
wherewith to water and refresh the fields and 
gardens. F 

“<The pulss and fruits of Egypt were, in gen- 
eral, excellent. The Nile furnished the best of 
fich, and the rich pastures an abundance of the 
mogt succulent flesh. This it was which made. 
the Israelites, when in the wilderness, 80 deeply 
Tegret the logs of Egypt. ‘Who; say they,‘ wilE 
give us flesh to eat? We remember the flesh 
which we did eat in Egypt freely—the cucam~ 
beras, and the melons, aud the leeks, and the 
onions, snd the garlios We sat by the fosh 
pots, and did eat bread to the fall.’ 

“ But the great and matchleas wealth of Egypt 
arose from its corn, which, even in an almost 
universal famine, enabled it to support all ihe 
neighboring nations, as it particularly did un- 
der Joseph’s admimatration. In later ages it 
wag the resource and most certain granary of 
Rome end Constantinople.” 

The valley of Californie, hke that of the 
Nile, 1s undoubtedly capable, under proper 
management, of producing food for many mil- 
hous of people. There are, however, some 
aoe differences which 1t may be well 

note: 

lst Egypt, being a rainless country, watered. 
only by the Nile, all the laud above the reach 
of irrigstion from the river is, of necessity, s 
parched and ard desert; whereas, California 
being surrounded by high mountains, which sre 
abundantly eupphed with perennial streams, ir- 
rigation 13 rendered practicable, nat only on 
the elevated portions of the valley, but fer up 
the slopes of the mountains. 

2d. The overflow of the Nile cceurs in June, 
July and August, the hottest portion of the 
year, thereby rendering the growth of trees im< 
posable upon overflowed land. In California 
the averflow tekos place when vegetation 1s 
nearly dormant, and therefore many sorta of 
trees may be safely grown where the land 18 o0- 
casionally submerged. 

8d. The cereals and other annual vegetation 
cau only be grawn on the overflowed lancs of 
the Nile~—all beyond the overflow and what may 
be pumped up from the river is a barren waste. 
All the country susceptible of cultivation is fiat 
and nearly uniform io temperature, whereas in 
thia country we have by the elevation of our 

Mountams, every variety of climate, from sem- 
tropical to arctio, and can therefore auccessfuily 
cultivate almost every plant and tres found be- 
tween the tropic of Cancer and the arotic circle. 
The recent disasters by floods will probably 
bring lands which are above high water mark 
more into repute; but this overflow of land ix 
Winter, when vegetation is dormant, ia, I be~ 
leve, regarded ia all countries as a blessing. 
Bome of the largest cilieain the world have 
Fisen up in countries subject to annual overflow. 
Raylon, Ninevah, Memphis and the woderm 
eapital of Russia may be cited as insiances, 
These ancient cities were for a long time seats 
of empire, and were ins great messare su 
plied from countries subject to annual inunds- 
tion. It 19 true they have passed away, but 
m peo havo great cities bunt upon the drg 
an , 
The Yoople of Califorula have suffered zrastiy 
from the recent terrible floods; bat huw mach 
More termble and destructive thig visitation 
must hare been had it been deleyed half a score 
of qm longer. Our people new know where 
and Aow to build in order to avoid the next 
great flood. It will not do to abandon Sacra- 
mento. Every citizen of the State has an inter- 
est in its suscese and prosperity. Better fax 
he whole State a sufficient sam for its protec- 
tion against floode than abandon it now.

Feauns IN GOVERNMENT CONTRACTS, a- Mr, 
Washburne’s report to Congress, on frands in 
Government contracts, embraces tne following 
items: 


April 23d, Alexander Cummings, of the New 
York World, received gathority frora the Sas- 
retary of War to purchase various army supplica 
in conjunction with Governor Morgan, with 
authority ta exercise his fanctions separately. 
Twa muliona of dollars were deposited with 
Mesra. Dix, Opdyke & Blatchford, subject 
to Cumminga’ draft. Cammngse drew s 
quarter of a million, of which he says he paid 
ninety thousand to the Union Defense Commit- 
tea of New York, for expenses incarred, and 
depomted one hundred and ‘sixty thousand to 
hig own credit in the Park Bank. Cam- 
mings employed as Clerk one James Hum prey 
who made a lerge namber of purchases. He 
never knew Huomphbrey before, bat tock mor 
on the recommendation of Thurlow Weed. 
Cummings expended money according to his 
own fancy, without consulting the Government. 
Quartermaster or Commissary. He expended 
twenty one thousand dilara for linen pants- 
loons and straw hatg, contrary to the army reg- 
ulations. He bought beef and pork of Eraz- 
tus Corning & >» a hardware house at 
Albany, st the suggestion of one David- 
son. He also bought a quannty of Hcotch 
ale, London porter, pickles, butter, cheese, 
codfish, herrings, sud tongues, He ohart- 
ered the steamer Coaixacoslcos at $1,000 
per day, without examining her. Cummings 
gava no bond, and took no osth. He says he 
turned over the balance of the money—one mil- 
lion seven buadred and fifty thousand dollara— 
to Sub Tressurer Cisco, but subsequently saye 
he retained one hundred and forty thousand 
dollara, accounted for by veuchers. This in- 
consistency the Committee is unable to explain. 
Cummings’ account vasa not yet bean fied for 
settlement at the War Depertment. The Com- 
mittee accuse the Secretary of War for his ex- 
traardinary conduct in emploving Cammings to» 
do the work of the regular Q 1artermaster and 
Commissary, a man of bigh character and quali- 
fications, then stationed at New York. 

On the subiect of army puppies generally, the 
Cummittee find reprehensible neglect in nok 


advertising, according to army regulations, 
porlicularly ım the Western Department. There 


Quarterinaster MoKinatry was in the habit of 
making his requisition on mercantile bouses for 
articles, promiaing them a fair profit.

By telegraph from San Francisco we have the 
namea of new Postmasters commissioned for 
California; also the anncancement that in evac- 
uating Acapulco the Mexicans removed to the 
interior their cannon and ammunition, Acapulco 
being unprepared to remat the allied fleet. , At 
the port of Guaymas a controversy had arisen 
in regard to the ship Ashland, which vessel had 
fraudulently been sold and succeeded in getting 
off under the Esuador flag. The Apache In- 
diang were creating trouble in Arizona.

OITY AUTHORITIES AND BUSINESS. 


Upon the Board of Supervisors the Consoli- 
dation Bill devolved the municipal power guar- 
anteed to the city by that bt, But the pro- 
visions of the law conferre. only a limited 
power on the Board for municipal purposes, 
and even those have been so bunghngly admin- 
istered as to present to the people more of a 
caricature than a real government. In times 
of trials and misfortunea caused by epidemics, 
or by fires and floods, the people of a city gen- 
erally depend for aid upon their city authori- 
trea. To those in power they look for plans of 
relief and for the ways and means recessary to 
enable them to repair damages. In moat of 
the cities of the Union the reliance upon the 
authorities by the fieople would be well 
founded; the municipal government would 
come to the reacue with a vigor and power 
which would soon restore confidence 
and reopen the channels ef trade. Sac- 
ramento, however, is an exception to the 
general rule; she has the shadow of a city 
government, but the substance has departed. 
Was ever a city, amid such trials, tribulations 
and destruction, go little aided and encouraged 
by her city government? Can any citizen 
;point to a single act of our city authorities 
which has benefitted the city in the least since 
the first flood in December? The Board au- 
"thorized ferries to be established at the Fort 
slough, which could only be used when the 
water was at a low stage; it has.since author- 
ized a toll bridge to be built over the same 
slough, Beyond these negative acta, what Has 
the Board done for the city during the past two 
months of floods? Absolutely nothing. It 
haa not even pretended to aid the city beyond 
the employment of the chain gang to lay down 
crossings and bridges in afew instances, where 
the material was furnished by individuals. So 
little confidence had the people in the adminis- 
trative ability of the Board, that when money 
wag raised to repair our levees, it was placed 
in the hands of a Citizens’ Committee to be ex- 
pended. 

The Board of Supervisors—aliaa our city au- 

thorities—has not, however, remained entirely 
idle. It has held its regular sessions, and it has 
managed to get up a kind of side issue with the 
Railroad<Company, for the gratification of mem- 
bers and the ridicule of the people. One of the 
latest acts in the farce is the employment of 
counsel and the paseage of a resolution ordering 
him to bring suit against the Railroad Company 
to prevent said company from running its cars 
below Sixth street. Verily, as one of the mem- 
bers suggested, the Board is making itself ‘ the 
laughing atock of the community.” A lawsuit, 
though, in which the city is sure to suffer a de- 
feat, is no laughing matter, as the people will 
be compelled to foot the bill. The community 
very well knows that the city has no ground of 
action against the company until after the six 
months notice has been given, as prescribed in 
theordinance. The community is also aware that 
the Board of Supervisors possess no authority 
whatever to employ counsel for the city. For le- 
gal advice and assistance the members by law are 
dependent upon the City and County Attorney. 
But his legal opinion is understood to be ad- 
verse to the course the Board has deemed it 
proper to pursue, and hence, said Board takes 
the responsibility to employ counsel and order 
him to proceed to bring suit without regard to 
the legal rights in the case. Why should not 
the Board “ become the laughing stock of the 
community” But, independent of all ques- 
tions of right, we maintain that the present is 
not the proper time to be raising Issues with 
the Railroad Company. If ever the railroad 
can be made beneficial to the city, the present 
is the occasion when such an end can be ac- 
complished. 

It is known that for near two months the in- 
tercourse of this city with the interior for the 
shipment of goods has been completely de- 
stroyed by the high water. It is true that for a 
portion of this time the roads outside of the 
city have also been impassable, but had means 
of communication existed, so that goods 
could have been transported to and from Bac- 
ramento, the condition of her citizena and her 
business would have been vastly different from 
what itis now, The city has suffered from the 
suspension of her legitimate business almost as. 
heavily as from the floods to which she has 
been subjected. After the first flood, goods, 
for a few days, were hauled to the cars on the 
Upper Stockton road, at rates ranging from six 
to ten dollars per ton. The great flood on the 
10th of January destroyed even that poor re- 
source. The plan was then adopted of sending 
goods by steamer to come point on the Ameri- 
can, at the rate of ten dollars per ton, thence 
to the station at a further cost of four dollars 
per ton, and thence by railroad to Folsom, we 
suppose, at the usual rate. This circuitous and 
expensive mode of reaching the country, has 
forced all the wholesale grocers to eg- 
tablish branches at Folsom, and goods 
which ought to be sold here, are now fur- 
nished ers if that town to the injury of 
Sacramento. The tax, too, upon country mer- 
chants is ‘enormous. Were the railroad in 
operation these oppressive expenses upon the 
trade and business of the city would be at once 
reduced. Hundreds of dollars a day would 
now be saved to the business of our merchants 
were the cars running into the city. It is there- 
fore of vital interest to the business of the city 
to have the railroad put in a running condition 
as early as possible, as there ia little probability 
of a road paseable for heavily loaded wagons to 
the high land being provided before Spring, 
But, hke the dog in the manger, the Board of 


t, | Supervisors will neither provide for building a 


road nor permit, if they can prevent it, the Rail- 
road Company to repair its line into the city, 
Let us hope that the Legislature will soon 
releve us from the incubus of such an apology 
of a city government, 


Levre Reparrs.—It is certainly a matter of 
very great importance to this city to have her 
levees eo far repaired as to keep out, if possi- 
ble, the Spring floods. The weather appears to 
be so much settled as to promise us immunity 
from further floods during the Winter, and 
those we may anticipate in the Spring are not 
likely to prove as high as those we have experi- 
enced this Winter. To keep out the water 
will therefore not prove a job so very difficult, 
provided the work ia begun immediately, and 
is pursued with energy. That break at the 
tannery can be closed without much difficulty 
in a couple of weeks, and then by repairing the 
Thirty-first street, or building a new cross 
levee, the water which comes in at Burns 
slough would pase harmlessly by the city,

The American naval adventurer has plenty of 
shrewdness, Of regource, and of that kind of 
courage which kindles atthe prospect of pocket- 
ing another person’s dollars, We may rely 
upon it that he will turn up exactly where we 
least expect him, and that he will give our ships 
of war a vast des! of trouble, and inflict upon 
our mercantile marine severe losses.

LETTER FROM MARYSVILLE 


[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE UNION, 


MARYSVILLE, Feb. 5, 1562, 

Under the auspices of Charles E De Long, who 
reprecents Yuba county fn the State Senate, a meeting 
of “the citizens of Mavysville” was held at the City 
Hall last night. The object of the meeting was to take 
steps to secure the seat of State Government. The 
meeting, although not largely attended (there belng at 
no time one hundred persons in the hal), w J! probably 
become magnified by the memorialista, and deserves: 
passing notice, J. A Paxton was called to the chair, 


and William B. Latham chosen Seoretary, when the 
proceedings commenced. As an old gentleman up this 
way remarked, Oharley De Long is troubled with a 
verbal looseness, and ls never present at any pub‘ic 
meeting without suffering a passsge. On the evening 
referred to, he was compelled to do all of the talking 
Ohariey aald that the Legisiature has adourned to San 
Francltco for the seation, and will prebably etsy there 
during the next, and if by that time Marysville can 
accommodate the Leglalature, he belleves this 
city would be declared the Ospital. De Long 
eaga that Sacramento will not remsin the Oapltal 
unless goon protected by levees, and as that ia impos- 
stble('!) he concludes that he willl remove the thing, 
He ‘urther stated that Sacramente wos ‘‘a mereswamp,” 
and, having violated those promises made to obtain the 
Capital, haa no right to that wished-‘or boon. He far- 
thermore stated that members generally spent thelr per 
diem and considerable more during the session, so that 
our hotels, etc., would be much benefitted by his pro- 
prsed change, Having thus cased himself of this bur- 
den of ideas, forth came the Ssnator’s “plan.” He 
“suggests that the capitalists of this city subscribe 
between one and two huodred thousand dollars, erect 
a building aulftable for a Capitol on Cortex Square 
land wes twice flooded during the Winter] and offer it 
to the State. Generous Oharley! Of course all the 
money in the city will be Immediately transmuted, with 
more than a megician’s skill, into a Ospitol building! 
But what do you suppowe our wise and august Senator 
told these cautious gentlemen of means who wanted to 
know what they could do with this immense buiiding if 
Sacramento should succeed with the levees, and the Lag- 
islature ah: uld refuse to “ walkinto cur parlor?” Why, 
says our ready representative (and his face was al 
agiow with a radiance like unto that of Mr. Pickwick 
when he had performed some great act), why, if the 
Legislature shouldn't coms up here, why you don’t /ose 
anythirg; ycu have your ballding just as much ss if 
the Legislature was holding daily vesafong in it! Of 
coures, ali doubts were dispelled! Who would dare to 
say “olephant!’ Mr. De Long’s plan must work (al- 
though J don’t think it will), and the greedy capitalists 
will “all speak at once!

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LETTER FROM SALT LAKE. 


[FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT] 


Great Saur Lace City, Jan. 15, 1862. 
The departure of Governor Dawson and the 
“ movements of the sovereigns ” for the admie- 
sion of the new State into the Union are the 
all absorbing subjects for the people of Utah— 
and both are matters of ınterest to others out- 
side as well as to the citizens of the Territory. 


The Governor and His Troubles. 

The day after the departure of Dawson I sent 
a lengthy communication to the UNz0N and gave 
a very full report of the rumors then currentio 
the city on the motive for hig hurned departure 
and the misfortunes which befel him “between 
the mountains,” about thirteen miles to the 
east of this. I wrote while there was great ex- 
citement, and being unable to reach any of the 
actors in the affar or any witness thereof, I 
was careful to receive with due allowance the 
statements unfavorable to the unfortunate Gov- 


ernor, notwithstanding I afterwards discovered 
that the Scoundrels who had severely maltreated 
and robbed him had, by way of palliation of the 
whipping part of the narrative, circulated a 
gross falsehood to his rejadice, which 1¢ would 

ave been ‘unjustifiable ín a correspondent to 
circulate. I accordingly requested by tele- 
graph the non-publication of that letter. I 
have several times since endeavored to take up 
the subject, but having seen indications of 
“something ın the wind,’ I have judged ıt 
better to keep silence inl now. 

The News hevivg given, as much ag two 
weeks ago, a very free exposition of Dawson’s 
shortcomings, attempt at concealment now 
could scarcely fail to be regarded as affected 
modesty To be bref, then, Dawson was con- 
ducted by Martin, the ex Supermtendent of 
Indian Affairs, to the house of 8 respectable 
widow lady in the city for the purpose of get- 
ting “some sewing done.” Martin, probably 
not wishing to trespass upon business arrange- 
mente, left bis Excellency to attend to his own 
negouations for * piece ” or “ day’a work.” The 
widow, for some reason or other, which the 
News has not yet named, seized the shovel from 
the hearth and threatening its free apphoation 
on the Gubernatorial cranium—so she says on 
affidavit—it was very evident that no “sewing ” 
was to be done on that occasion, and hig Excel- 
lency politely enough left the premises. 

Dawson became suddenly very unwell—the 
effect of traveling over the Plains and losing 
much sleep, and the giant effort necessary to 
write his first Gabernnatorial Message, in the 
brief space of time between his arrival and the 
opening of the Legislature were the causes as 
signed for his physical prostration and occa 
sional mental derangement. Apprehensive of 
early dissolution, he made his will and testa- 
ment and arrangements for the dispoasjion of 
his body. Indispa was to be the resting place 
of his sacred ashes. Of course that wicked 
woman, Rumor, passed round very interesting 
stories, and could relate with unerring accuracy 
the propositions for “sewing” the precise 
twirl of the shovel, and the exact intonation of 
that elocution that announced its application , 
the ilness was assigned to the dread of pub- 
he exposition, and that summary justice 
whioh the people of thie country are universally 
expected to visit upon the erring sons and frail 
daughters of Adam Roevirmg aucdeuly, Daw- 
aon Jeft on the s‘ternoon of the 31st of Decem- 
ber, for home, attended by a Dr. Chambers.

eic., that hed been stolen fram him on the ecca- 
sion. The letter states that he had left the city 
with nothing but kind feelings for the people, 
save those he names. 
of the news that the Governor had been 
“ whipped,” ıt was maliciously stated thata new 
provocation had been giren at the station, and 
sympathy was nowhere. With the return of 
the conductor another version was given, and 
the Yews was out with an indignant article 
against tho attacking party. By some this was 
recorded as a mere covering, but to me it was 
evident that the thinking portion of the com 
munity saw & deep disgrace saddied upon them, 
Nobody on the Gentile side of the family be- 
leved that the men could be handled—they are 
a hard lot, but yesterday Sheriff Burton, a 
fearless, bravo officer, with only another officer, 
apprehended three of them on the public street 
and lodged them in jail.

The National Cspital, of late, has been visited 
by an unueusi number of fires—some of them 
occurring under circumstances that justify the 
susp.cion that s band of incendiaries are at their 
works. The most severe and destructiva one of 
the seazon happened night before jast, when 
upwards of two hundred Government horses 
were burned to death. The scene of the con- 
fisgration was the large inclosure near the Ob- 
serratory, bstween Dard E streets, known as 
the Government corral. Along its aides are 
ranged sheds, several hundred feet in lengtb, 
in which between fifteen hundred and two thon- 
sand horses have been kept. E:t er by acci- 
dent ord fire was commaunicated torne of 
these sheds shorty after nigh:fall on the even- 
ing in question, and soon half of them were 
wrapped ın fames. As the Fire Department of 
Washington is on the plan of all rts municipal 
inettutions—nay, cf the city iteelf—which is 
inverted both ss to pomtion and the rels- 
tive design of streets and squares to the 
houses and hannis of men, not much de- 
pendence is placed on its services. In this 
emergercy it was quite most of 
the mischief having beea done before it arrived 
on the ground. Detachments from aereral of 
the regiments of regelar infantry were called to 
tha scene of conflagration by the firing of a sig- 
naj gon. Wherever it was possible the horses 
were cat loose and tarned into the public streets, 
but these in the sheds where the fre first broks 
ont were consumed in their stalla, Hterally 
burned at the stake. Twenty or thirty badly 
burned roshed out among the crowd mad with 
agony and shrieking with pain, while the horses 
tarned locse, terrihed by the noite and excite- 
ment of the scene, bounded wildly through the 
streets, scouring the city in sil directions, and 
cresting genera! consternation and alarm by 
their furious stampede. A‘l night ties were 
employed catching them, and y I learn 
mogt of those thst escaped have been recovered. 
The sight presented at the Government corral 
by the charred remains of the animals that per- 
ished ig described ax sickening. They lay in 
ail directions and in s variety of attitudes, ex; 
pressive of the terrible agony of the death 
atrugele. In view of the frequency of conflag- 
rations in tha c:ty, and the inefficiency of the 
present fire department, Congress will be asked 
ło sppropriste money for ihe purchase of two 
or three steam fire exgines. 

As I bare indulged m a Tittle fræse comment 
on the spirit and local institutions of Wasbing- 
ton, perhaps I owe it to the enterprises which 
bas recently been devaicped here to notice some 
of its prospects snd improvements. Old resi- 
dents of thorty rears deciare the place has been 
entirely revolufionixed within the pasi six 
months.
